VIEWS ON "WHAT COSHOCTON NEEDS." 


We present in this issue another article of the series on "What Coshocton 
Needs, "by lead ing citizens. Some of the suggestions elicited by this sym- 
possium are very valuable, and all are interesting. The suggestions offered 
tn the appended contribution by Mr. R. B. MeDermott, former clerk of courts, 
are all strictly practical and right to the point. 


B. A. O. RAILWAY, KLKCTK1C LIN'iSS, PAVKD S'-TKBETS, ETC. 


Coshocton should have the Baltimore & Ohio railway extended from Mil- 
lersburg through to Cambridge, thereby giving shippers the benefit of compe- 
tition between two of tbe great railway systems of the country, and between 
competing express companies, besides bringing to Coshocton a large amount 
of trade from the north and tbe southeast. 
The managers of tbe B &. O. railway undoubtedly intended to construct 
that road through Coshocton to Cambridge or Kanesville when it was built 
frcm Lodi to Millersburg, but were prevented from doing so by the stringen- 
cy in money matters. Now that the stringency has passed a little effort on 
our part'might enable us to secure the construction of the road. 
If we can get the ri. &O. railway our board of trade will be able to offer 
greater inducements to factories to locate here. 
If an~electric line should be built from Cleveland to Cincinnati it should 
pass through Coshocton. An electric line running up the Wai bond ing arid 
Mt Vernon rivers to _Mt. Vernon would be beneficial to Coshocton.

Coshocton needs more paved streets, better side walks and better schools. 
This should bean educational center as well as a manufacturing center.: 
The rural population is on the decline. -Only one-fourth of the counties 
in Ohio have increased in population since 1890. -The young, men are seeking 
employment in the cities and tbdse cities offering the best inducements se- 
cure the greatest benefit. In order to give- employment to more ^te'rJieea 
more factories and more mines developed. Other cities are hustling ana Co- 
shocton should continue to hustle.

BAD WRECK ON THE WALHONDING. 


A wreck occurred on the T. W, V. 
& O. railroad near Brink Haven this 
morning. The train due here at 10 
o'clock was wrecked, the passenger 
coach and the 
combination oar 


for mail and baggage being badly 
demolished. 
The first information of the wreck: 
received here was the following tele- 
gram:

Particulars of the wreck could not 
be learned until two o'clock when the 
train arrived here in its crippled form. 
Frank Darling.was One of the passen- 
gers on the ill-fated train. 
He says 
the escape of tbe passengers from 
death was'miraculbus. 
The mixed freight and passenger 


train had Ipulled into Brink Haven? 
but had backed up to the west siding 
to put off some coal cars. The train 
consisted of some sixteen freight cars, 
followed by the combination mail and 
baggage car and the passenger coach 
on the'rear end.

When near the siding an eastbouhd 
coal train swung around the curve and 
punched the mixed train in the rear, 
badly wrecking the passenger coach 
and almost demolishing the baggage 
and mail car, the latter climbing over 
the first freight car ahead. 
Postal Clerk McCohnel was at his 
work when the crash came. 
His ; es- 
cape from instant death is nothing 
sbort of miraculous. The crash" and 
smash was all around him. 
: It-are- 
quired much time and work to extri- 
cate him from the debris. He wasfso 
stunned by the shock asto render tiim 
unconscious for an hour, althougbjbis 
injuries are not thought to be serious. 
Frank Darling was the first passen- 
ger to see the approaching freight 
train rounding the curve. He gave 
the alarm and all but two of the p**- 
sengers sprang from the 'car. None of 
them were injured. Mr. Darling is 
unhurt except for. a scratch received 
in climbing a barbed wire fence to 
get away from the impending crash.

A great highway of the north which 
was built when we were seeking an 
outlet forour trade to China and Ja- 
pan, had snnk almost to a state of 
bankruptcy. It became one of that 
class of stocks which stock brokers lay 
on one side in their safes and never 
never think of thereafter except to 
K>lster up some thieving scheme with 
these rotten and worthless securities. 
A few months in 1893 Northern Pa- 


cific was quoted at $2.50 with little or 
no buyers. Last week it was bulled 
to a $1,000. If we except a certain 
class that takes these false lights and 
await some scheme of plunder, such 
stocks are so cheap and worthless that 
their loss entails no inconvenience to 
a man of means but their rise to a 
very small figure is ample recompense 
to their holding. The Northern Pa- 
cific deal was engineered by a class of 
men whose financial vision is as sharp 
as a needle's point. 
Of honesty they 
have but little; sense of financial obli- 
gation, none at all. They are the 
jackals of finance, providing the rot 
ten food for animals more powerful 
than themselves, but as base and fully 
as cowardly and mean. 
It was not the cunning scheme of a 
week or a day or a month or a year 
that made this vile scheme such a ter- 
ror. 
It needed patience, courage tha

Albany, May 17.—As the result of a 


volley fired by soldiers escorting a 
streetcar at a demonstrative crowd, 
three men. innocent spectator., were 
fatally shot, and several severely 
wounded. This act stirred anew the 
feeling of hatred against the troops, 
and the guards are bitterly denounced. 


Those fatally wounded are William 


Welsh and Leroy Smith, merchants, 
both shot by national guardsmen, aud 
William Marshall, a nonunion motor- 
man, skull fractured. 
Others most 


seriously injured are: George Booze, 
citizen, cheek ripped open by bayo- 
net; William Rooney, citizen, shot by 
national guard; Gilbert Hall, rion- 
uniou motorman, shot by mob. 


Neither of the men'had been guilty 


of an offense, but were caught in a 
crowd, some member of which had 
stoned the guardsmen, and by mis- 
chance were hit. The disturbance 
was not a serious one,.and "murder" 
is the title applied by 'inflamed public 
sentiment 
to 
the shooting. 
The 


guardsmen seemed to have followed 
their duty as soldiers, for they^were 
under orders-to slioot if assaulted. 


It was on the last run of the sol- 


diers on the cars that the tragedy of 
the day occurred. The cars were on 
Broadway, moving northward, and a 
constantly swelling crowd was gath- 
ered about Union depot. The first of 
the workday folk had been -released 
by the whistles that sounded through 
the manufacturing district, and they 
were pouring into the, crowd. 
Near 


Columbia street a truck blocked the 
way tit a -car. and, urged on.by the 
driver, refused to move on as speedily 
as desired. Some one in the crowd 
was very noisy and there was much 
confusion. The car finally moved for- 
ward into the next block and another 
stone was hurled at it. There was a 
sharp command, and as the car slow- 
ed down four shots were fired froin it. 
Leroy Smith lounged on the steps of 
his store; William Walsh, his busi- 
ness neighbor from across the street, 
was his immediate companion, and a 
small crowd hung about near them. 


It was into this crowd that the 


guards fired at a range of less than 
20-feet Smith and Walsh were both 
shot in the abdomen and fell where 


stood. Walsh died a few hours 


A third man. William 


Roouey, was slightly hurt by a glanc- 


he car and reloaded their 


pieces. The startled crowd fell baclc 
at the first shot and a moment later 
the guards sprang aboard tbe car and 
were rapidly wheeled from the scene. 
Smith and Walsb were hurried away 
to hospitals, and an angry crowd 
swarmed in the street to curse and 
denounce the guards. 


Smith is a member of the shoe man- 


ufacturing firm of Smith & Herrick, 
and a citizen of wealth, respectability 
and prominence. He is a member of 
the Albany club and a whist expert of 
national reputation. He is 50 years 
of age and has a family. Walsh was 
the head of a plumbinghouse and well 
known in business circles. 
Neither 


man has taken any part other than as 
spectators in the demonstration that 
provoked the shooting.
